CURRICULUM 


ART 


Art  History,  Commercial  Art,  Drawing,  Arts  and 
Crafts,  Ceramics,  Painting  with  Colors,  and 
Portrait  Painting  enable  students  to  express 
themselves  on  paper.  The  purpose  of  the  art 
curriculum  is  designed  to  enhance  a  student's 
awareness  of  history,  technique,  and  profes- 
sional Ideas.  Art  instructors  are  Archie  Ben  net. 
Abbe  Rose  Cox,  and  William  R.  Sanders, 

AUTO  REPAIR 

The  automotive  body  repair  classes  provided 
are  to  develop  training  of  skills  in  the  field  of 
equipment  and  materials  in  the  mechanics 
trade.  The  students  study  the  construction  of 
the  auto  body  and  the  technique  of  repair,  re- 
building and  refinlshing  cars.  Broadus  Atkins, 
William  Reynolds,  and  Angus  Tucker  are  auto 
curriculum  instructors. 


AGRICULTURE 

The  agriculture  curriculum  is  designed  to  pro- 
vide knowledge  of  functions  of  a  manager  and 
to  supply  an  introduction  to  the  principles  he 
uses  in  making  decisions  and  in  adjusting  to 
changing  conditions  In  the  agricultural  environ* 
ment.  Curricurar  classes  include  Dairy  Science, 
Plant  Science,  Nursery,  Greenhouse  Manage- 
ment, Livestock  Diseases  and  Parasites,  and 
Tobacco  Technology.  The  agricultural  instruc- 
tor is  Charles  Boles. 


BIOLOGY 

An  introduction  to  the  fundamental 
concept  of  biology,  a  study  of  organ- 
isms, a  study  of  population,  a  study  of 
microbiology,  and  a  study  of  the  body 
organization  and  how  it  functions  are 
taught  in  the  biology  curriculum. 
Classes  Include  General  Biology,  Mi- 
crobiology, Anatomy  and  Physiology. 
The  instructors  for  the  curriculum  are 
Tamara  Carter,  William  Stroupe,  Dr.  Ed- 
win Wiles,  Kenneth  Kailam,  and 
Charles  Madison. 


BUSINESS 


A  survey  of  the  business  world  (with  attention  devoted  to  the  struc- 
tures of  various  types  of  business  organizations,  methods  of  financ- 
ing, internal  organizations,  and  managements)  is  taught  in  the  busi- 
ness curriculum.  Emphasis  is  also  placed  on  developing  speed  and 
accuracy.  Curricular  classes  include  Keyboarding,  Business  Math, 
Business  Law,  Accounting,  Retail  Applications,  Legal  Terminology, 
and  Office  Technology. 


CABINETMAKING  AND 
CARPENTRY 

The  cabinetmaking  and  carpentry  curriculum  acquaint  stu- 
dents with  vocational  skills.  Students  study  all  aspects  of  resi- 
dentiai  structures,  including  materials,  tools,  framing,  finish- 
ing, and  roofing  construction.  The  program  also  offers  on-the- 
job  training.  Larry  Scott  is  the  instructor. 


CHEMISTRY 

The  chemistry  curriculum  provides  knowledge  of  basic 
terminology,  physical  states,  fundamental  concepts  for 
atoms  and  molecules,  nomenclature  and  stoichiometry. 
Students  practice  skills  in  classes  such  as  General  Chem- 
istry, Qualitative  Analysis,  and  Organic  Chemistry.  The 
chemistry  instructor  Is  Edwin  Wiles. 


COMPUTER  SCIENCE 

Computer  science  and  electronic  data  processing  provide  op- 
portunities for  students  to  familiarize  themselves  with  an  Intro- 
duction to  Computer  Science,  Computer  Science  Program- 
ming, PASCAL,  FORTRAN,  COBOL  I  &  It,  Computer  Science 
Systems  Analysis,  Computerized  Accounting,  and  Data  Pro- 
cessing Applications.  The  computer  science  instructors  are 
George  Atkins,  Michael  Boing,  Jodi  Crawford,  Jerry  Eller, 
Dianne  Johnson,  Joe  Reid,  Carol  Norman,  Sheila  Norman,  Ron- 
nie Snow,  and  Charles  Strickland, 


COSMETOLOGY 

Held  at  the  Northwestern  Beauty  School  in  ML 
Airy,  cosmetology  classes  are  designed  to  in- 
struct students  on  hygiene,  good  grooming,  vi- 
sual poise,  personality  development,  draping, 
shampooing,  manicuring,  scalp,  and  hair. 


CRIMINAL  JUSTICE 

One  may  acquire  basic  knowledge  of  interpersonal  communi- 
cations, law,  psychology,  and  sociology  in  the  criminal  justice 
curriculum.  It  is  designed  to  consist  of  options  in  corrections 
and  law  enforcement  services.  Students  may  also  decide  to 
specialize  in  areas  of  confinement  facility,  administration,  cor- 
rectional law,  counseling,  probation-parole  services,  and  reha- 
bilitation. J.T.  Hanson  is  the  instructor. 
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DRAFTING 

The  field  of  drafting  is  introduced  as  the  student 
begins  study  of  drawing  principles  and  practices 
used  in  describing  objects  in  graphic  language.  The 
curriculum  offers  classes  in  Technical  Electronics 
Drafting,  Architectural  Drafting,  Dimensioning  and 
Tolerancing. 

ECONOMICS 

Capitalism,  Socialism,  and  Communism  emphasiz- 
ing American  Capitalism  are  the  core  of  the  econom- 
ic curriculum.  Students  team  the  importance  of 
costs,  prices,  resources  management,  money  and 
banking. 


ELECTRONICS 

A  study  of  alternating  voltage  and  current  magnetism,  electromag- 
netic introduction,  Lenz  Law,  Faraday's  Law,  AC  component,  and 
circuit  analysis  are  a  big  part  of  the  electronic  curriculum.  Courses 
are  designed  to  develop  competent  technicians  to  work  as  engi- 
neering assistants  or  as  liasons  between  engineers  and  craftper- 
sons.

Basic  descriptive  geometry,  systematic  solu- 
tions, and  analysis  of  the  relationships  of 
points,  tines,  and  plains  in  space,  develop- 
ments and  intersections  are  theories  reviewed 
in  the  engineering  curriculum.  One  such  course 
is  Graphics  for  Engineers  which  specifies  the 
instruction  in  the  use  of  drafting  instruments, 
freehand  drawing,  art<S  lettering. 


ENGLISH 


Enrichment  of  grammar,  punctuation,  and  sen- 
tence and  paragraph  building  are  the  skills  pro- 
vided by  the  English  curriculum.  Classes  in  the 
curriculum  include  levels  of  grammar  in  English 
101,  102,  and  103,  Journalism,  Report  Writing, 
Survey  of  American  and  Western  World  Litera- 
ture, Children's  Literature,  and  Communication 
Skills.  English  instructors  include  Diana  Calaway, 
Minnie  Hyler,  Pam  Ring,  Chris  Yopp,  John  Van- 
Horn,  Dr.  Norwood  Selby,  Margaret  Shepherd, 
and  Dr.  Thurman  Hollar. 
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FRENCH 


A  modern  approach  to  language,  people, 
and  the  country  of  France  are  introduced 
in  the  French  curriculum.  Students  use  vo- 
cabulary studies  to  become  familiar  with 
the  language.  The  French  instructor  is 
Sharon  Gates. 


HISTORY 


The  sequence  course  In  Western  Civilizations,  beginning 
with  History  101,  is  a  study  of  the  western  society  from  8000 
B.C.  to  the  present.  Topics  include  the  classical  Greek  and 
Roman  worlds,  the  Reformation,  the  emergency  of  the  mod- 
ern national  state,  the  rise  of  commercial  capitalism,  the 
Industrial  Revolution,  the  French  Revolution,  liberalism,  na- 
tionalism, the  alliance  system,  imperalism,  World  War  I  and 
its  aftermath,  and  the  ideologies  of  the  twentieth  century. 
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MATH 


\ 


The  mathematics  curriculum  offers  a  variety  of 
courses  which  aid  students  in  developing  math- 
ematical and  analytical  skills.  These  are  Remedial 
and  College  Mathematics,  Algebra,  Trigonom- 
etry, Geometry,  Calculus,  Technical  Math,  Crimi- 
nal Justice  Math,  Digital  Computer  Math,  Electri- 
cal Math,  and  Building  Trades  Math. 


MECHANICS/ 
MACHINE  SHOP 

The  SCC  Automotive  curriculum  offers  various  courses  in- 
volving auto-mechanical  subjects.  Some  of  these  include 
Automotive  Electronic/Electrical  Systems;  Front  Suspen- 
sion, Alignment  and  Power  Steering;  Diesel  Engines;  Auto- 
motive Body  Repair;  Braking  Systems;  Small  Engine  Repair; 
Metal  Finishing  and  Painting;  and  Auto  Accessories.  Instruc- 
tors for  these  courses  are  Denny  Haynes,  Steve  Shephard, 
Angus  Tucker,  and  William  Reynolds. 
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MUSIC 

This  course  curriculum,  taught 
by  Benny  Younger,  Includes  an 
Introduction  to  Music,  the  His- 
tory of  Music,  Chorus,  Piano, 
and  Guitar.  An  Important  em- 
phasis is  placed  on  scates,  Key 
signature,  chords,  and  writing 
music. 


NURSING 

The  concept  of  proper  health  care 
is  provided  in  the  nursing  curricu- 
lum. Students  learn  to  administer 
medications,  communicate  with 
doctors  and  patients,  and  to  work 
in  the  surroundings  of  mental 
health,  childcare,  elderly  (Such  as 
rest  homes},  and  maternity  care. 
Students  also  particpate  in  clini- 
cal rotations  to  obtain  hands-on- 
knowledge  and  experience.  In- 
structors include  Beverly  Essick, 
Francis  Bryant,  Marguerite  Bur- 
cham,  Sharon  Kallam,  and  Kathy 
Woodruff. 


PHILOSOPHY 

This  course  involves  a  study  of  problems  dealing  with  freedom 
of  will,  perception  of  evil,  right  and  wrong,  and  what  these 
topics  mean  to  man  in  his  everyday  life. 


PHYSICAL  FITNESS 

Physical  fitness  is  taught  through  the  teaching  of 
fundamentals,  techniques,  and  rules  of  play  which 
are  taught  in  the  physical  education  curriculum. 
Classes  vary  in  length  and  capacity  and  include  bas- 
ketball, volleyball,  tennis,  table  tennis,  and  aero- 
bics. 

PHYSICS 

This  curriculum  is  application-oriented  for  techni- 
cians. It  involves  the  properties  of  matter  and  heat, 
electricity,  light  and  sound,  and  applied  science. 
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PLUMBING 


The  Plumbing  Fundamentals  course  is  a  study  of  plumbing  tools, 
piping  materials  and  fittings,  plumbing  system  designs,  pipe  and 
fitting  installation,  fixtures,  and  water  supply  systems.  This  field 
helps  students  to  become  tradesmen,  foremen,  or  general  super- 
visors. 


POLITICAL 
SCIENCE 

This  course  concerns  the  national  gov- 
ernment, its  organization,  function, 
power,  and  civil  rights.  It  is  also  a 
course  in  helping  students  acquire 
skills  which  will  allow  them  to  effective- 
ly assume  positions  of  leadership  with 
occupational,  social,  cultural,  and  po- 
litical organizations. 


PSYCHOLOGY 

This  is  a  course  in  studying  and  learning  the  purpose  of  practical 
skills  that  can  be  used  In  a  classroom.  An  Introduction  of  psychol- 
ogy (including  prenatal  and  postnatal  care,  personality,  self-actu- 
alization, and  studying  ego  and  personalities)  is  all-important  to 
this  class. 
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READING 


The  reading  course  at  SCC  is  designed  to  aid  students  in  improv- 
ing their  basic  skills  in  vocabulary  comprehension  and  reading 
rate.  The  program  meets  three  important  criteria:  the  materials 
and  programs  are  easy  to  use,  it  is  fun  for  the  teacher  and  the 
students,  and  it  has  been  proven  very  effective. 


RELIGION 

This  is  a  course  which  includes 
both  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ment teachings.  It  is  designed 
to  introduce  students  to  the 
history,  setting,  purpose,  and 
major  ideas  of  this  literature*  A 
comparative  study  of  the  major 
religions  of  the  world,  both  an- 
cient and  modern,  are  also  in- 
cluded in  the  religion  curricu- 
lum. 


SAFETY 

AND  FIRST 

AID 

This  course  consists  of  princi- 
ples and  practices  that  can  be 
applied  to  emergency  first  aid; 
studies  of  safety  procedures 
and  techniques  are  related  to 
vocational  training. 


SPANISH 


This  course  is  an  introduction  to  the  Spanish  language  with  a 
modern  audio-lingual  approach.  Emphasis  on  listening  and 
speaking  comes  first,  followed  by  reading  and  writing. 


SOCIOLOGY 

This  course  is  a  study  of  so- 
ciety and  culture  and  how 
we  become  human  beings. 
The  Importance  of  problems 
in  class,  racial,  ethnic 
groups,  and  women  are  em- 
phasized. The  problems  of 
social  change,  population 
problems,  urbanization,  and 
collective  behavior  are  dis- 
cussed also. 


SPEECH 

This  course  involves  the  study 
and  application  of  the  funda- 
mentals of  public  speaking. 
Consideration  of  speech  In- 
volved with  oral  presentation  in 
Improving  voice  and  confi- 
dence. 


WELDING 


This  course  gives  students  an  understanding  of  the  prin- 
ciples, methods,  techniques,  and  skills  for  successful  em- 
ployment In  welding  and  metal  industry. 
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Surry  Community  College  is  committed  to  the  continuing 
education  of  the  adult  citizens  of  its  area  of  service.  To 
fulfill  this  commitment,  the  college  offers  a  variety  of 
courses,  conferences,  workshops,  and  exhibits  designed 
to  meet  the  adult  educational  needs. 

Through  the  Continuing  Education  Division,  students  find 
opportunities  to  re-train  and  update  themselves  in  em- 
ployment, to  expand  knowledge  in  general  education, 
and  to  develop  creativity  in  the  fine  arts. 

Other  courses  are  provided  in  extension  centers  in  the 
various  communities  of  Yadkin  and  Surry  Counties.  New 
classes  may  be  formed  whenever  a  sufficient  number  of 
persons  show  interest  in  a  particular  area  of  study. 

In  extenuating  circumstances,  and  upon  approval  by  pub- 
lic school  officials,  persons  under  the  age  of  eighteen 
may  be  admitted.  North  Carolina  adults  age  65  and  older 
may  register  for  classes  in  the  Continuing  Education  Divi- 
sion free  of  charge.
